Utility, usnbleness, is the value 
which sclence stresses, beauty is 


_ the highest value to art: but man 


from the most primitive times has 
sought to combine these two in his 
possessions. A beautiful woman 
who was also usoful was ao better 
bargain in the matrimonial market 
than ono wko possessed only one 
or other of these values. Bu 
that illustration brings us up 
against a truth which both science 
and art ovarlook. Human beings, 
each one of up, aro part of the 
field of oxperlence for all others, 
and thore are fow mon and women 
alive ‘but wifo. rebol against beiny 
evaluated cither upon a utility or 
artistic basid alone. Civilfzation 
has insteted that ‘human beings 
must not be'rogarded and treated 
us possorsions, but civilisation has 
said nothing to determine our 
attitude towards our fellows. The 
scientific valuation-which prevails 
to-~lay assesses’ ‘the ' Individual’a 
worth by his usefulness to society. 
According'to art human-value is 
in some ‘quality which tho 

dividual prosents for ‘contempla~ 
tion, this may bo anything from

Religion {n Christ rebels against 
these valuations of human life, 
and insists that, while apart from 
society. man cannot express his 
worth, he yet possesses an in- 
trinale worth which is unique in 
every individual. When the in- 
dividual realises his intrinsic 
value and. the fnct that every 
being alive fs endowed with simi- 
lar value, and that together they 
are one value, he has-entered the 
field of religious experience.

The revelation that a new preparatory school is 


being built at Stanley, 


in connection with St. 


Stephen's 


College and that it will be ready for opening in the 
Chinese New Year, 1938, was made at the annual prize-

A most beautiful site, facing South and West, has 


- been granted. by the Government. 


It is located on a 


spur immediately above the School beach, catching all 


the Summer breezes. 


Tho site is a few minutes’ walk from the College, 
situated on the new motor road from Stanley to Wong- 
ma-kok. The small boys will be absolutely separated 
from the big College and will not mix at all with the 


big boys. 


A fine new building is being 
erected by Messrs, Chau and Lee, 
Architects, “Jt will consist of 
dormitories, with flush lavatories 
and hot and cold bath system. 
Single ‘Teachers’ rooms will adjoin 
the dormitories at one ¢ end, and 
married quarters at the other end. 
Downstnirs there will be class- 
rooms, play-space, oflice, dining 
and reception rooms.

M Blum made such an excellent impression on the foreign na- 
e tions with which France has dealings, and thé legislation of 
his first year of office was so bold-and successful that it is not 
easy to understand why the Senate should hafe'refised to him 
powers that it was.willing a few dayd after to’confer upon M. 
Chautemps. If one discusses the change with a French friend 
one hag to be prepared for the attitude that these domestic in- 
cidents arc no concern of the foreigner, and one must be content 
to leave it at that. The loss of confidence in the French franc 
is however of international importance as a symptom of the 
drifting financial miasma that paralyses first one country and 
then .another. : 


How does London stand? We know that shiploads of gold 
have been sent over ‘from Paris to London, that Washington was 
extremely unwilling to absorb them, that London was cqually 
unwilling but consented in order to save the Treasury from the 
cntastrophe of having no currency to meet immediate obliga- 
tions. The transaction is worth analysis if we are to get an idea 


of what is going on in the world of high finance. ** 


The first point to be noticed is the size of the purchase, 
which puts it entirely beyond the sphere of the private broker, 
or even of the biggest Banks, which would merely lose money 
by locking it up in bullion in excess of their requirements. We 
have lost the faculty of being surprised by figures, or shocked 
by totals of expenditure, but by a coincidence the amount of gold 
now’ held by the Equalisation Fund and the Bank of England, as 
stated by Sir John Simon in the House of Commons, is if valued 
at the present market price, exactly equal to the whole of the 
British National Debt at the beginning of the year 1914. It is 
thirty five times the balance of gold then held by the Bank as the 
basis of a far larger trade than is now being curried on.

A splinter of wood which once 
caused tetanus was preserved, 
and was found cleven years 
Jater to produce the disease 
agnin, From these experiments 
it was considered that the spores 
would be able to produce the 
disease even at a longer period 
than those ‘shown during — the 
tests. Some tetanus germs are 
so resistant that they can be 
boiled in water for an hour and 
ten minutes and still live, 
kill tetanus germs with certain- 
ty it is necessary to subjeet 
them to dry heat under pressure 
at 340 degrees Fahrenheit for a 
period of one hour.

Gradually the other muscles of

so sensitive that the slightest 
irritation throws the whole body 
into a spasm, in whieh the un- 
fortunate victim is often arched 
forward, and has to rest on his 
head and his heels as a result 
of the powerful contractions of 
the muscles of the back.

It 
is in, ected under the akin in 
doses of 1,500 units os a pre- 
ventative in all cases where the 
character of the wound causes 
susplefon, This Injection is 
given before any symptons de- 
velop and the administration is 
ulmoat standard treatment in 

_ most hospitals where’ tetanus 
occurs -with sufficient frequency 
in the area the hospitals serve. 
After aymptoms have developed 
the anti-toxin is injected direct 
fn to the blood stream, thus has- 
tening the preventative work of 
the anti-toxin. The treatment 
of tetanus is another fllustration 
of the advance of modern medl- 
eal service. :

To determine which of these 
it was, the asker then should make 
a ropeat asking bid, and now if 
the reaponder has the king or o 
singleton in the asked suit but no 
ace he bids five no trump. If he 
has the ace and third round control 
of the asked suit, he shows the ace. 
Lacking these values he again signa 
off). It can only bo assumed that 
West’s stubbornness was too great 
to bo dented. ; 

Tho partnership should have 
considered itself fortunate in hav- 
ing at its command a device that 
could locate the “duplication” 
that made tho slam highly entic- 
Ing, but insecure. West's failure, 
therefore, to abide by tho safety 
gaugo under his nose must be fin- 
ed the limit—namely: Class D.

Although offictals are main- 
taining reticence over the 
Chancellor's moves, it fa con- 
fidently declared in unoflicial 
quarters that Dr. Schuschnigg 
has arranged a meeting with 
Signor Mussolini. 


Other reports, however, have it 
that the Chancellor, who has been 
Il for some time past, is merely 
proceeding to Italy in his private 
capacity and will spend a few 
weeks at an Italian health resort 
to recuperate.—Trans-Occan.

SOLUTION 
OF AMUR: 
INCIDENT 


’ Tokyo, Yesterday. 
The solution of the Amur 
River incident, ,in which 
Soviet gunboats clashed 
with Manchukuo troops, is 
received by various quarters 
here with satisfaction. 


Observers point out, however, 
that the’ solution reached in 
Moscow between the Soviet 
Forcign Commissar, M. Maxim 
Litvinov, and the Japanese Am- 
bassador, Mr. Mamoru Shige- 
mitsu, provides only for with- 
drawal of the Soviet troops and 
gunboats from the Sennufa and 
Bolishoi islets and restoration 
of the status quo ante. : 

This means, it is stated, main- 
tenance of the eight lighthouses 
on the islands by Manchukuo and 
the settlement of Manchukuoans 
on tho Island for farming or plac- 
er mining. 


QUESTION OF TITLE 
Observers ore also of the opinion 
that further negotiations will be 
necessary between Japan and the 
Sovict regarding the question of 
title to the islets in question, in 
viow of the Sovict’s claim to them. 
Both Japan and Manchukuo 
contend that the islets helong 
to Manchukuo, as was demon- 
strated by settlement there of 
Manchukuoans, in accordance 
with the technical waterways 
agreement reached between 
the Sovie¢ and Manchukuo at 
Tahetho last year. : 
Military circles in Tokyo state 
the opinion that it is necessary for 
Japan and Manchukuo to pursue 
an attitude of watchful waiting till 
the Soviet troops have evacuated 
the islets.—Reuter. .
